In o 
three-hour spooch doliverad bo. 
|fors the Contral Executive of the 
Soviets, M, Lunacharsky, tho 
People’s Commissar of Educa- 
tion, drew..a. very sad. picture of 
tho state of childron in rural 
schools and the position of tho 
teaching staffy, which ho char- 
actarised as deplorable. Ho cited 
tho fact that tho numbor..of ole- 
mentary schools in Russia has 
groatly diminished since 192.2, 
falling much below tho pro- 
revolutionary lovol. Let us cite 
a fow of his figures, In the 
early years of tho rovolution, 
thore wero 76,000 olomontary 
schools, with an attondanco of 
six million childron; at prosont, 
the number has boon reducod to 
49,000 serving less than threo 
and =o half million scholars. 
Kindorgartons ond secondary 
schoole’ have alimilary dimin- 
ished, but what is much worse 
is the fact that, owing to 
lack of funds, the salarios of 
toocbors havo fallon go low that 
they avorago only tho equivalont 
of about £2 por month, whilst 
in some districts thoy aro oven 
balf that rato. As to the 
financial. aspoot of tho question, 
the” vote front the Contral 
Govornment to local authoritios 
is only just half of what tho 
lattor spent beforo the war, with 
tho result that frantic domands 
are boing made for more. In 
view of thoszo facts, it is not 
surprising to learn that. many 
scbools are being closed down in 
tho rural districts, 

Wo. draw ‘attontion to thoso 
dovolopmonts, because we fool it 
only right .and propor. that thoy 
should bo known in a part of the

One of the first: tests to which 
the now administration is baing 
put in Britain is tho quostion of 
what to do with tho Clydobank 
tonants who will not pay. thoir 
ront. -In many cases, no doubt, 
these pooplo are unable to moot 
tho fandlord’s logitimate de- 
mandg, but it is to bo fasred that 
jn many other instancos it is o 
caso of trying to sce how far, and 
how long, tho law can bo defiad. 
Whilo tho Labour Cabinot was in 
office, these recaloitrant tonantse 
successfully doficd offorts to 
evict them, and thoy had tho 
active support of cortain mom- 
party in 
Parliamont, oven to-tho axtent of 
a auggestion that tho ovorduo 
rents should bo paid out of tho 
rates. ‘This ‘vory dangorous 
procedure would only make, mat- 
ters worse, for more and moro 
tenants would bo tompted to tako 
advantage of the opportunity of 
sponging on tho ratos, and it 
would mean that tho honost 
ratopayors would bo supporting 
-tho-dishonost-ones:-—¥or-the-sake 
of tho genuine casos of hardship 
tho Governmont could not afford:
